The new storage tank of the Ala­ 
bama Water company here will 
be 
erected near the Intersection of West 
Market and Washington streets, ac­ 
cording to the announcement made 
Tuesday by P. B. Hale, local manager. 
The new tank will be probably n lit 
tie larger than the old one, Mr. Hale 
stated, having 300,000 gallons avail­ 
able pressure. 
It will be erected on 
a platform of steel and concrete, ten 
cars of sand and cement being requir­ 
ed for the construction of the plat­ 
form alone. 
The new tank will rear its head 120 
feet into the air and will be construct­ 
ed of sheet iron. 
The latter will be 
prepared in sections which will be fit­ 
ted, one on the other, as the construc­ 
tion progresses, each sheet being riv­ 
eted to the adjoining sheets. 
Mr. Hale pointed out that 
mora 
pressure will be available from tho 
new tank than from the old, in view 
of the fact that the present tan£ is 
of what is known as the ‘old 
time’” 
construction. 
As the water in the 
tank is lowered the pressure is re­ 
duced very materially. 
The new tank is to be of the type 
now being used in the more modem 
water systems, Mr. Hale said. 
The 
pedestal feature permits a high pres­ 
sure at all times until the tank is ab­ 
solutely empty. 
Construction of the new tank is a 
part of the general program of the 
company to increase and improve its 
facilities for giving Albany and Deca­ 
tur satisfactory water service.
